The short-term policy is to 
double the present output of 
fertiliser by setting up more 
nightsoi! maturing tanks at 
Castle Peak. : 


At present there is a battery 
of five tanks, each capable of 
holding 120 tons, An ndditlonal 
tank has been erected this year. 

It is planned to add four more 
tanks to complete the second 
battery ond thus double the 
original capacity, 


The “Sunday Herald” was in- 
formed thot experiments In con- 
verting combined nightsofl and 
refuse-garbage into fertiliser are 
being carrled out at Kam Tin by 
the Agriculture authorities. 


The Colony’s longterm policy 
is based . on a necessary loose 
assumption that although the 
total output of nightsoll—at pre- 
sent 150 tons a day—will be re- 
quired for the neers of the New 
Territories, not all of the present 
dally output of some 500 tons of 
refuse-garbage will be required 
to be combined with it for con- 
version into fertiliser,

But—year 
after  ycar—nothing has been 
done.

CHURCHILL SURVEY 


The world was yesterday 
studying the review of pre- 
sent day affairs broadcast 
from America by Mr. Winston 
Churehill to one of the 
vreatest radio audtences ever 
known. 

Brituin’s warthme premier 
may now be tn the political 
desert, and many of his ideas 
bout politics are criticised as 
outmoded, but in another of 
his many roles—the brilliant 
historian and commentator on 
the passing show—the free 
world — still regards him as 
supreme, 

His Boston survey touched 
on nothing really new, but 
fur vast numbers of people it 
clarified the chaotic — tur- 
bulence of the century. A 
close analysis of his consider- 
ed opinions reveals no solu- 
tion to any of the problems 
that distract the present 
veneration; Mr. Churchill 
simply urged that our stand 
was yood, it was inevitable, 
and must, be upheld. Affer all, 
though he may be in the cast 
of Plato and Aristotle, he does 
not claim to be a Delphic 
Oracle. 

His speech had unavoidably 
to deal with the emergence 
of Russia as a dominant in- 
fluence on world affairs, 
“quite as wicked, but in some 
ways, more formidable than 
Hitler, (with) missionaries in 
very country qs a fifth 
column, awaiting the day 
when they hope to. be ab- 
solute masters of their fellow 
countrymen and pay off old 
scores." So far, the objective 
observer cannot but agree. 
The Kremlin has indeed the 
overbearing madness of world 
domination to an extent that 
velegates the Czar. and the 
German Fuehrer to the 
realms of futile puerility. 

But when Mr. Churchill 
mentions a former hope that 
Russia after the war would 
have settled down amicably 
among the comity of nations, 
one fails to follow him. The 
Marxist aims of total destruc- 
tion of all those opposed to 
the creed, the ruthless pursuit 
of the goal of complete global 
Communism, the utter aboli- 
tion ‘of views inconsistent 
with its ideology, are tao well 
known now, and have been 
too: fanatically practised, to 
vermit any dubiety in, the 
non-clouded mind. 

The Conservative leader 
coined one of his individual 
phrases when he said Russia 
the democratic 
wotld against it by deliberate 
acts because it fears “the 
friendship of the West more 
than its hostility.’ Cabled re- 
ports of his speech reaching 
Hong Kong do not elaborate 
this point, but Mr. Churchill 
touched there on a point not 
“iron 
curtain” which he first men- 
tioned in 1946°works much 
more .efficiently in reverse.

By an unfor- 
tunate decision taken at the 
Cairo Conference in 1943, 
Formosan wus included among 
tho territories, said to be stolen 


from Chinn by the Juapunese,.

Formosan had, of course, never 
been a territory of the “Republic 
of China,” nor, indeed, had it 
ever been under anything: 
but very. shadowy Chinese con- 
trol, There was a Chinese garri- 
son on the Island at the time of 
the Sino-Japanese War of !894- 
6, but when It became known 
that the formal cesston of the is- 
land to Japan owas one of tht 
conditluns of the Shimonosoki 
Treaty, representative deputations 
ef the Formosan) gentry offered 
the protectorate of — the Island, 
successively, to Great Britain and 
France. . 

When this offer waa rejected 
they declared Formosa to be an 
independent Republic, and t was 
necessary for the Japanese to ure 
considerable force to carry through 
the annexation, Fifty yeara of 
thelr rule did not endear the Jap- 
anese to the Fornmesans, although 
they succeeded In developing a 
formerly amingoverned area into a 
veritnble treasure isinnd, They 
constructed reads and railways, 
hydro-electrig cplant.  .and sugar 
und camphor refineries, and prior 
to the outbreak of the pacifle cun- 
Niet Formosa was productng in 
abundanee rice, potatoes and sugar, 
camphor, pineapples and tea, con) 
und petrofeuin, and tubacce and 
ranned fish. 


Army Of Occupation 


Following Jnapan’s surrender, a 
Chinese army of occupation wre 
landed in’ Formosa, under the 
Command of a military Governor, 
General Chen Yi, whose nus.

first were disposed to welcome the 
change of manters--but not for

The character of that 
reactlon is Indicated by the 
sequence of events — namely, 
that nothing much happened untit 
ofter Norway came into it. 

All through the summer and 
nutumn, when the Pact was con- 
fined to Western Furope and the 
discussion was about building up 
defences on the Rhine, the Rus- 
sians did Nttle more than, express 
thelr dislike of It. But when Nor- 
way came Jn the Russian national 
interest was invoived. For while 
Russia cannot be be attacked by 
land armies from France and Bel- 
gium, it can be attacked by bom- 
bers from Southern Norway. 

Only part of the Russthn. reac, 
tion to this forniidable -develop- 
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ment Has thus far been disclosed.

Will to Resist 


June 18, 1940, was the day on 
which General de Gaulle pro- 
clalmed that France had lost ‘a 
battse but not the war. 

This same warning was repeat- 
ed, in other terms. ony a few 
weeks ago by the Prime Minister 
of France. He reminded us that 
unless France ‘can be ‘defended 
against invasion no aventual vic- 
tory by strategic bombing wid 
suve France from utter destruc- 
tlon, What the French say fs 
what all the Continental peoples 
think, 

This is the situation which 
Thorez and Togtiatti, actuated no 
doubt hy Vyshinsky, are exploit- 
Ing. 

It will not be resolved by call- 
ing them traitors, though, of 
course, they are procitlming trea- 
son. It can be resolved only by 
an American policy which would 
make tho fronticr of ' Western 
Europo impregnable—or, If that 
1s not feasibie, by an American 
policy which combines the mill- 
tury foree to deter an Invasion

Under Dr. Walther's  super- 
vision, a submarine was. con- 
structed which could achieve an 
underwater speed of 20 knots.

Kiel, they found on the stocks 
‘numbers_of U-boats with — this 
new type of engine. 

Such submarines could have 
escaped from our escort vessels. 
“After attacking a convoy from a 
distance of one or two miles they 
could get away; remaining sub- 
merged, ata greater speed than 
the escort vessels could reach on 
the surface. : 

The speed of most escort ves- 
sels in those days was less than 
20 knots; only destroyers, which! 
were insufMfttient, could attain a; 
high -cnough speed to deal with 
a. new menace. *

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SWEDISH 
NIGHTINGALE 

There can be few people nowadays 
who can claim to have heard Jenny 
Lind In person, although those who 
are able to do so must cherish that 
memory, Known universally as the 
‘Swedish Nightingale’, the story of 
Jenny Lind has boen the subject of so 
much fiction that it is difficult to sort 
chaff from wheat. 
Certain it is, however, that her 
voice must have been one of excep- 
tional purity and her popularity 
reached such a degreg as to make her 
appearances almost royal occasions. 

rom facts obtainable, it seems she 
was thin, pale and petite, and but for 
her volce and personality she would 
have passed as the merest nonentity. 
In the well known phrase sho literally 
“had Europe at her feet” in the hey- 
day of her fame, Kings and Princes 
vieing for her favours. 

Jenny Lind was born !n Stockholm 
in 1820 of comparatively humble 
parents; but at the age of nine it was 
Spparent that here was a child on 
whom the Gods had bestowed a rare 
talent. Her talents—even at this age 
——were such that she was adopted by 
the Royal Opera House, where her 
training was undertaken at Govern- 
ment expense. : ; 

Unlike most infant prodigies, Jen- 
nfe remained unaffected, as far as it 
wero Ible, by her unnatural sur- 
roundings, and devoted herself to 
learning all she could. It seems that 
her attitude was one of gratitude to 
Providence that had provided her 
with so lovely a voice. 


Leading Role 


At the age of 17, she took a leading 
role in a production at the Stock- 
holm Opera House, on the strength 
of which she soon became an establish- 
ed local favourite, . By the nge of 20. 
she had little more to learn in Sweden 
and she decided to travel to Paris, 
where rumours ‘of her voice had pre- 
ceded her. This decision was not un 
easy one for. Jenny Lind to make be 


cause she remalned simple and unaf-— 


fected at heart, considering it wrong 
to become part of society where easy 
virtue brought Its own rewards while 
{n Parls, she found {t selfish and 
wicked and, while continuing her 
studies, forbore to sing In public, de- 
spite tempting offers from L’Opcra 
omique and La Comedie Francaise. 

After a year or so, she returned to 
Sweden and gave a series of concerts 
both thero and in Denmark, which 
wero ‘phesomenily successful. Meyer- 
bew, the German composer, was then 
at. the zenith of his fame and wrote 
personally to Jenny Lind, imploring 
her_to come to Germany and sing the 
leading role# in his operas. Again, 
sho hesitated to test herself in a 
strange land, but eventually did so. 


History repeated itself yet again and . 


all Germany acclaimed her, receiving 
her on a lavish scale usually reserv 
ed for Royalty, 

Mendlessohn, reputedly in love with 
her, declared her to be “the greatest 
artiste I have evor known”, There 
were, 
did not. agree with this opinion and 
so Jenny Lind—besot by some lack 
of self-confidence — returned to her 
belaved Sweden, whose loyalty she 
did not wish to undermine by long 
absence. 

After further tours in England and 
Sweden, she again returned to Ger- 
many, where she first heard from 
P.T, Barnum, the great American

The same, story may be told of her 
arrival in New York, where Barnum 
had played to the full on her advance 
reputatfon, supported by exaggerated 
charity. It was this latter factor, pro- 
bably more than anything else, which 
endeared her to the American public. 
Full appreciation of her talents as a 
soprano was to come later, and when 
it did, she became feted as Royalty 
in alt her publi¢ appearances. 


It was, Indeed, the same _ story all 
over again. Crowded halls, fevertsh 
applause, milling crowds in her private 
and public life, so that Jenny—sick 
of tho humbug Barnum was constantly 
perpetrating — cancelled her contract, 
leaving engagements unfulfilled. 


During her tour, Jenny had engaged 
a serious young musician — Otto 
Goldschmidt—as accompanist, and to 
her friends’ amazement, married him 
in Boston in 1852. 


Jenny, scerningly tired of public 
life and its constant, insincercties, 
gave one farewell concert and then 
and. Here, that lovely 
voice was stilled in what was virtual 
retirement. Thirty years of life were 
left to her, she died in 1887, after 
suffering complete paralysis for five 
years. She died at her home tn the quiet- 
ness of tho Mendip Hills, amongst a 
people she had come .to love dearly 
and who equally reverence her as an 
{ncomparable artiste. 


Pity it is that this day and age 
cannot know for itself the beauty 
that must have been her voice. Today, 
we have only the dull facts of history 
to tell us of the “Swedish Nightin- 
gale", whose life-story is written in 
music, whose epitaph {s one “of sweet 
muste made, wherein a memory lives 
for avermore.”

A Come Back 


Tho point of such remarks Is 
that business the world over 
which might have cause to 
worry about Japanese com- 
petition Ia worrying about It. 


With the United States putting 
more pressure and resources he- 
the new c¢conomic — pro- 
gramme for Jopan, the Anglo- 
American. traders especially, se¢ 
Japan coming back to regain u 
share of the overseas trade she 
lost upon the outbreak of the 
Pacific war, 


“But the Japanese generally 
are going to co-aperate in making 
the new programme for thelr re- 
habilitatlon work", the American 
continued. “Further, they know 
how to work, make things and 


trade. So even if we would hold 


them back, it probably Isn’t go- 
ing to be possible”. 


This U.S. businessman, who hus 
been in Japan many times, added 
he had no desire to restrict the 
Japunese from world trade just 
because the merchants of some 
other nation want the business. 


“British textlle makers sre 
worrled because they must sell 
65 per cent of their production 
outside of Britain” he said. “Re~ 
newed Japancse textile compati- 
tion will be. harder on British 
spinne#s than on American mills 
which are interested In selling 
only about 10 per cent of their 
production abroad. . 


Must Live 


“However, it is the opinion of 
the .U.S. Government, whieh is 
paying most of the bills in Japan, 
that the Japanese’ must have 
necess to world trade in o mea- 
sure vital to their existence”.

“Japan must: trada to live 
and we are going to sed to it 
that she has the opportunity”. 
a Government planner, also 
just back from Tokyo, sald. 

He made it clear that under the 
new economic programme General 
MacArthur is launching in Japan, 
the Japanese poeple would .be 
forced. Jf need be, to do ail that 
might reasonably be expected of 
them, - 

“Beyond that if further effort 
and resaurees .are required to re- 
gain self-suMelency for Japan, 
then it is Ilkely that we shall 
supply them and also-see to it 
that they are put to good’ use,” 
this official said. 

“When merchants over - the 
world talk about renewed Jap- 
anese. compctition they should 
remember that Japan for a long 
time to come will be in no posi- 
tion to dominate any market.. 

“All they are after just now Is 
a living, and that's about all we 
are ‘going. to let them have. 
is to be no capturing of 
markets but they ore entitled to 
u living and they are to get it.”
